THE SPECULATIVE MARKETS. 


Since the beginning of the year the big 
business of the Stock Exchange has mainly 
centred in the gilt-edged group, and the 
chances are that this feature will obtain for 
some time longer. There are indications, 
however, of a little more life in the specula- 
tive departments. Rubber Shares enjoyed a 
mild revival a little while ago owing to the 
rather better statistical position of the com- 
modity and the increase in consumption in 
America. Mines have sented more than 
one good feature, for, besides the firmness 
of Kaffirs, partly due to the renewed talk of 
South Africa abandoning the gold standard, 
there has been an outburst of activity in the 
Australian group. Developments on some of 
the latter properties have been very en- 
couraging, and, of course, the companies 
greatly benefit from the bonus paid by the 
Australian Government on all gold produced 
in the Commonwealth. 


OUTLOOK FOR OILS. 


A strong belief exists that the early future 
will see a much better market for Oil Shares. 
Admittedly, with some the wish is father to 
the thought, but it appears to have some 
basis in the strong probability that, as a 
result of the conference now being held in 
Paris, petrol prices will be advanced. The 
importance of this was indicated in the recent 
reports of the Canadian and Mexican Eagle 
Oil Companies. If the public are inclined to 
take an interest in this section, it would be 
better to restrict purchases to the best 
shares, particularly Shells, Royal Dutch, 
Anglo-Persian, Burmah and Lobitos. —Pro- 
bably, the last-named is as good a selection 
as any because of the cqmpany's strong 
financial position—that is, in relation to the 
size of the capital. 


OFFICIAL LIST QUOTATIONS. 


In the last week or two the London Stock 
Exchange Official: List has frequently re- 
corded advances of 5, 10, 15, or even 
points in various securities, chiefl 
issues. The movements are usually nominal, 
for they relate to securities™ which 
a very narrow market, and the substantial 
advance usually really represents a belated 
adjustment to the greatly altered conditions 
produced by the terms upon which the 5 per 
Cent. War Loan is being converted. he 
great rise in gilt-edged securities and the 
consequent . appreciable reduction in the 
yields afforded to new buyers have led to a 
demand for ell sound investment stocks, and 
in the case of some industrial debentures 
the market had not been tested by actual 
business for a considerable time past. This 
particularly applies to brewery issues. 


PREFERENCE AND DEBENTURE 
ISSUES. 

At the same time, there is a tendency to 
overdo the movement, simply because the 
supply of such securities is frequently so 
small that high prices have to be offered 
in order to obtain stock. The same applies 
to Preference shares, and in this case the 
market has lately shown a reactionary ten- 
dency. What should not be overlooked is 
that, in the event of a real improvement in 
trade calling for a larger amount of bank 


| credit, some of the money at present invested 


in gilt-edged securities will come out for 
more remunerative employment. án industry 
In some quarters, however, the belief is held 
that such a development is not likely to be 
witnessed yet awhile, and obviously it is 
foolish to sit upon money when it can be 
safely invested at 34 or 33 per cent. 


SMALL INVESTORS. 


The present situation is not at all satis- 
factory to the small capitalists with spare 
money. If they stipulate for safety they 
must be content with a comparatively low 
return, and when they buy ó; per Cent. 
Conversion or 4 per Cent. Funding they 
restrict themselves to that return as long as 
they hold the stocks. There is thus a great 
temptation to buy second or even third-rate 
securities in order to obtain a bigger annual 
income. Those who contemplate doing this 
may be :eminded that there is a good deal of 
truth in the Stock Exchange axiom that the 
greater the yield the greater the risk. After 
the heavy losses suffered in recent years in 
various directions many investors feel that 
they must make sure of safety of capital. 
In that case perhaps the best course they 
can adopt is to buy 5 per Cent, War Loan 
for the purpose of converting it, and obtain 
the ó; per cent. stock, which will pay that 
rate for the next twenty years. Either the 
assented or non-assen stock can be pur- 
chased in order to ensure this return, but 
as regards the former, notice of acceptance 
of the conversion plan must be given by 
July 51 in order to obtain the cash bonus, 
while if the application is not made at all 
by September 30 and notice of dissent has 
not been given, a holder of 5 per cent. will 
be deemed to have assented to the plan.

KREUGER DONATIONS REFUNDED. 

the Swedish Prime Minister, Mr. Ekman, 
announces that he has refunded 50,000 kronor 
to Kreuger aad Toll executors. This sum 
was a donation received from the late Ivar 
Kreuger in September, 1931, towards the 
People’s Party s election expenses. The Prime 
Minister adds that the donation was received 
in perfect good faith in the same manner as 
other political donations, but as the party 
realises that Kreuger was imsolyent in Sep- 
tember, 1931, it is only right to refund. Mr. 
Lindman, head of the Conservative Party, 
announces that Ivar Kreuger paid the Conser- 
vative Party 25,000 kronor in the summer of 
1931 on behalf of a group of North Swedish 
industrialists. As the sum was not charged 
against Kreuger and ‘Toll, but was finaly 
paid by these industrialists, the question cf 
refunding the donation does not arise. — The

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CABLES MEETING. 

Holders of Cables and Wireless issues are 
still only partially mformed on _ various 
matters which vitally affect the future of 
their undertaking. The committee appointed 
by the advisory committee made certain 
recommendations, but the character of these 
and the nature of the action which has since 
been taken in regard to them are still re- 
arded us secret (says TÁe Sunday Times). 
it follows that whereas a great deal was 
said at the meeting the future is still obscure. 
One thing is certain. There will be no further 
Preference dividend payment in September, 
and no announcement respecting a dividend 
decision can be expected until the report for 
1952 appears a year hence, “unless in the 
meantime there is a very substantial im- 
provement in the world’s trade and tele- 
graphic traffic.” We all hope that such an 
improvement will take place as the result of 
the Ottawa and other conferences, but re- 
covery is bound to be slow, and in the mean- 
while Cables and Wireless Preference’ fan 
hardly expect to maintain the recovery Mat 
has taken place since the declaration of the 
nalf-year’s dividend payable on August 15th. 
The policy of paying this dividend, it is now 
known. is due to consideration for the 
numerous small holders of the stock, and the 
directors would have preferred to use the 
relatively small amount of profit available to 
strengthen reserves. 


BUYING NEW SHIPS. 

Rumour has been busy for some time en- 
deavouring to find use for new capital raised 
by Furness Withy and Company last Decem- 
ber through an issue of 2,000,000 new Ordinary 
shares. The directors are to be congratulated 
on showing no undue haste to add to 
company's assets for the mere sake of fleet 
expansion. Lord Essendon. at the annual 
meeting last week, indicated that negotiations 
for the acquisition of additional ships have 
been in progress, but have broken down on 
the question of terms. There is, however, 
another proposition under discussion “ which 
may yet materialise.’” Some have challenged 
the wisdom of buying further ships under 
present conditions in the shipping industry

come. Older vessels will go out of commis- 
sion as age overtakes them, but main relief 
must come from a revival in international 
trade, which may be nearer than some im- 
agine. It is then that companies which have 
made wise additions to their fleets will reap 
the benefit. Furness Withy is not alone in 
working on such lines. Other concerns no less 
well known have been acquiring further 
vessels, The mere enlargement of fleets, how- 
ever, is no guarantee of futare prosperity.

Keats to Belfast te 1818 is known to ‘coainetiny: A lt anaes bate’ tod 
comparatively few. On the 6th July in 
that year John Keats and Charles Brown, 
who had gone for a walking tour in 
Scotland, crossed in the packet from Port 
Patrick to Donaghadee. It is not known 
how long the crossing took, but Keats said 
that it was made pleasant to him by hear- 
ing two old men sing ballads. He and his 
companion spent the night at Donaghadee. 
with the intention of proceeding the next 
day to the Giant’s Causeway, which, they 
were informed, was forty-eight miles 
distant. Unfortunately, after walking 
twenty-two miles to Belfast, the travellers 
discovered that the forty-eight miles were 
Irish ones, equalling more than sixty 
English miles. They also found that 
prices in Irish inns were three times those 
of Scotland. In view of these circum: 
stances Keats and Brown decided to foot 
it back to Donaghadee, whence they sailed 
for Scotland on July 8th. So little was 
“hiking” in fashion in those days that 
the poet and his friend were frequently 
taken for pedlars, and invited to show the 
contents of their knapsacks. 


“ Stop Press.” 


I expect that we have all been caught at 
some time or other by the clamant cry of 
“Stop Press ” from newsboys anxious to 
clear off their unsold editicns. The habit, 

_ of course, is not confined to Dublin, 
though in London, when a special late 
item of news is available, the street seller 
is accustomed to cry the item—such as 
“ Murder Trial Result—Final.’’ That is, 
too, a better selling slogan than just 
.** Stop Press,” and helps to prevent abuse 
by the newsboy. In the United States 
the false alarm cry became particularly 
pernicious with the Lindbergh kidnapping 
story, with its spate of fresh “' clues,’ 
mostly purely imaginary ; and in one city 
the residents complained to the police. 
Unintelligible howls from the newsboys 
led them to buy papers in the belief that 
there was fresh news, and, as the news- 
boys were of various races and shouted in 
foreign jargon, it was impossible to dis- 
cover what they were saying without buy- 
ing a paper. The police decided, there- 
fore, that, when an officer heard a boy 
crying “ Extra,” he should commandeer a | 
copy and decide whether it was right to 
describe it by that term. If the news. 
item is unworthy of such distinction, he 
has power to order the seller off the 
streets.

Slugs. 


1 wonder how many of my readers know 
that sluge are useful in the garden asa 
means of fighting snails. I did not know 
it till the other day when I received a 
letter from a reader. My correspondent 
tells me that Australia is suffering from a 
plague of snails, and that Mr. B. C. 
Cotton, the conchologist of the Adelaide 
Museum, has recommended the -importa- 
tion of common English slugs. There are, 
apparently, nineteen species of slugs in 
these islands, though there are altogether 
about five hundred varieties in the world. 

In some countries, incidentally, slugs 
are used for making cough bottles. The 
method is to place a quantity of slugs 
and brown sugar in a bag, and to let the 
result drip into a bowl. The slugs, com- 
pletely.tnelf away, and the mixture is 
hottled fill required for use. This cure is, 
I believe, very popular in Belgium, The 
Belgians are welcome to it.

MR. JEROME CONNOR’S 
MONUMENT TO THE VICTIMS. 


Next year a monument to the memory of 
those who perished in the sinking of the 
Lusitania will be unveiled in Queenstown. 
This memorial (illustrated elsewhere) is the 
work of Mr. Jerome Connor, the well-known 
Irish sculptor, and portrays a figure of Peace 
mounted on a pedestal. 

Its strong beauty is a remir ‘er that the 
seventeenth anniversary this terrible 
occurrence of the Great War has now i 
The remains of the victims are seattered over 
twenty-eight graveyards between On wn. 
and the Arran Islands. Of the total number 
of 1,959 persons only 764 survived. Al her 
1,195 were victims. Of these only 288 
were recovered; 65 were identified, and the 
others are buried with the ship or in Irish 
graveyards. 

One hundred and eighty-four are in the old 
cemetery at Queenstown. 

The members of the Memorial Committee 
include Mr. William H. Vanderbilt, chair-

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Northern Farmers’ Alarm 
at Situation.

HE big drop of ós, per stone in the price 

| of new érop potatoes in the fast 

market during the past few days has 

cáused much alarm among Northern farmers, 

and. fears are expressed that there may be a 

similar slump in the price of the main crop, 

due in a few weeks. 

" The slump is due to the heavy dumping of 

new potatoes on the British market: from 
Spain, Italy, Holland and Belgium. 

The total import for the four weeks ended 
the Oth July was 130,944 tons. Northern 
Ireland sent to Great Britain about 250,000 
tons of potatoes last year. 

On the instructions of the executive com- 
mittee of the Ulster Farmers’ Union Mr. 
David Wright, J.P. (secretary of the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union) has sent an urgent letter 
to the Import Duties Advisory ‘Committee 
requesting the immediate increase in the pre- 
sent duties on foreign potatoes in view of the 
precarious position of the home producers’ 
trade. 

Northern farmers were expécting between 
£3 and £4 a ton for their main crop of 
potatoes this year, but if the present dumping 
continues the price will be £2 or lower, 


Is it Oil-Bearing 
Rock 2 


In the village of Durrus, about six miles 
from Bantry, Co. Cork, an indication of the 
presence of oil has been located by workmen 
engaged in clearing and deepening the founda- 
tions of an old forge. . In excavating beneath 
the original foundation they eame upon rock 
which gave out very strong: fumes of paraffin 
oil, the smell of paraffin reaching every home 
in the village. 

Crowds gathered at the spot when the news 
spread. "One resident who had been engaged 
in oil work in U.S.A. stated that fragments 
of rock were identical to those oil-bearing 
which he had experience of when working in 
the United States. 

Blasting operations are taking place, and 
samples of rock are being sent to the proper 
authorities in Dublin.

Since the British tarifí of 20 per cent. came 
into force not one animal liable to duty has 
crossed the border from Lifford into Strabane. 

Fairs throughout the entire County of 
Donegal have been poorly attended, and no 
cattle purchased by .dealers for transfer to 
Northern Ireland or Great Britain. 

The opinion was expressed to an /rish Times 
represefitative that before long there would 
be a flow of live stock from Donegal into the 
six counties, because the farmers, being un- 
able to find any other outlet for their cattle, 
will sell at lower prices, and thus inditectly 
bear the burden of tariff rather than not 
sell at all, It will be impossible to retain 
on the farms the full°number of stock now 
carried, and the Free State’ demand will be 
only for animals ready for slaughter. 

When the atténtion of an official of the 
Northern Customs was drawn to the fact that 
the Strabane.

The first stage of the Disarmament Con- 
ference has ended, if not ingloriously, at 
least without much practical result. In 
the first place, the draft resolution, which 
had been drawn up by Sir John Simon 
and Dr Benes, and summed up the points 
of general agreement, amounted to little 
more than a programme; secondly, when 
the vote was taken last Saturday, Germany 
and Russia opposed it, while eight nations 
abstained. M. Litvinoff, on behalf of the 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, ex- 
plained his action on the ground that the 
resolution did not provide for equality of 
armaments, and was liable to misinterpre- 
tation; Herr Nagolny, the German dele- 
gate, was more suave, and was at pains 
to show that his country’s opposition was 
not inspired by any hostility to the ideals 
contained in President Hoover’s scheme ; 
but his motives were the same, and with 
much more reason. Germany’s relative 
position to-day in the matter of armed 
strength is a grave anom ‘y which already 
has contributed greatly to 
formations like the Brown Army. Indeed, 
it remaing to be seen whether the police 
and 100,000 Landwehr—all that are per- 
mitted to her under the Versailles Treaty 
~—will be sufficient to suppress her in- 
ternal disorders. China, too, though she 
approved the resolution, added with 
reason that she could not undertake to dis- 
arm until her dispute with Japan had 
been settled. That circumstances will 
justify reductions of the Chinese forces in 
the near future is not very probable. 

On his return to England yesterday Mr. 
Arthur Henderson said, “I will not pre- 
tend to be satisfied with the results 
achieved ;” but, even if the nations had 
supported the draft resolution with 
unanimous voice, it is doubtful if his 
satisfaction could have been very great. 
It is true that the arms truce which was 
adopted in September last year will be 
continued for a further four months from 
the beginning of November. This pro- 
longation, however, represents the sole 
really concrete result of five months’ dis- 
cussions and five years’ work by a Pre- 
paratory Commission. Yet progress of a 
sort has been made if only in regnrd to 
the nations’ intentions. An anxiety to 
save civilians from the horrors of aerial 
attack was, perhaps, the chief item in the 
draft resolution, and it was not against 
this aspiration that German and Russian 
opposition was directed. The real trouble 
has been that the Conference attempted 
too much, before it had tackled the glaring 
question of armed inequalities. We Jo 
not suggest that this problem will be easy 
of solution; on the contrary, too many 
countries are concerned to preserve the 
existing state of affairs. Nevertheless, if 
the original idea, conceived at Yersailles-- 
that the German quota, fixed thereat, 
should be the goal of all—had been kept 
steadily in mind, the difficulties to-day 
would have been much fewer. Now 
several nations have developed interests, 
arising out: of their privileged, and often 
artificial, positions, which seem to render 
the maintenance of their forces a matter 
of patriotic necessity. This fact, though 
it is unpalatable, must be faced; for little 
can be done in the way of practical dis- 
armament until the underlying injustice 
has been removed. |

Relief for the Railways. 

On Saturday a deputation from the 
Free State trade unions acquainted 
President de Valera with the present 
plight of the railways. Its purpose was 
to demand the nationalisation of the rail- 
ways and their subsidiary road services. 
The futility of that course has been 
demonstrated more than once. What the 
Free State railways need is not a drastic 
and complete change of their organisa- 
tion, but merely the liberty to carry on 
a competitive trade, without those burdens 
which at present place them at a dis- 
advantage with their competitors. Every- 
body recognises the injustice of the posi- 
tion, and it is but fitting that the anomaly 
should be rectified before there is any 
further talk of  nationalisation—for 
nationalisation invariably implies that 
the business concerned has failed to 
justify itself in private hands. While the 
anachronistic regulations which impede 
the railways are suffered to endure, they 
have not a chance to compete successfully 
with the roads. The evil must be tackled 
at once. It has persisted for too many 
years now; it has brought trouble on the 
Free State, and will bring more trouble 
unless the Government moves hastily. The 
deputation from the unions made certain 
points lamentably clear. It spoke for 
the host of railway employés..who must 
lose their livelihood if the decline 
continues. As things are to-day, the 
companies must cut down expenses ruth- 
lessly in order to survive at all, They 
have issued notices of dismissal to a large 
number of employés, and they have 
intimated that further dismissals will be 
Further- 
more, the remaining employés must face 
the prospect of compulsory short time and 
of a reduction in their wages. There are 
nearly fifteen thousand railwaymen in the 
Free State. The disemployment of these 
men, or of a large proportion of them, will 
be the most crushing siagle blow in her 
short history. Mr. de Valera’s fiscal] pro- 
gramme renders their position even more 
precarious; for by the discouraging of 
Free State trade, both to and from Great 
Britain, it promises further loss, and the 


necessary in the near future. 


need of swifter economies by the railways. 
Great things were expected of the late 
Government’s measure for the protection 
of the railways; but the Act disappointed 
all hopes. If Mr. de Valera hastens to 
do what that Act ought to have done, he 
can stave off the evil day when fifteen 
thousand employés’ must find themselves 
a burden on the public. The new economic 
programme will ensure a rapid and un- 
pleasant rise in the unemployment figures. 
Will the Government forbear to bring in 
the necessary legislation for the relief of 
the railways, and thus complicate an 
already complicated position by a huge 
accretion to its toll of destitute men?

Santos Dumont. 


The news that Alberto Santos Dumont 
has died in Brazil at the age of fifty- 
nine recalls one of the most romantic 
chapters in the history of human progress. 
It is difficult in these days of Schneider 
Trophies and high-speed flying—when the 
Atlantic has been ‘crossed a dozen times by 
air, and air mails are being carried daily 
to the ends of the earth—to believe that 


only twenty-six years have passed sinc? 


Santos Dumont made his first, feeble hop 
from the ground in a power-driven 
machine, three years . before Orville 
Wright made flying history in Ohio. 
Santos Dumont was one of the real 
pioneers of the air. When he was only 
twenty-four years of age he began to mako 
experiments with balloons, and at the 
beginning of the present century he was 
engaged in the development of machines 
which were the forerunners of the non- 
rigid airship. Within the comparatively 
short space of time that has elapsed since 
Santos Dumont made his first flight the 
science of aviation has made almost in- 
credible progress. Already there is talk 
of stratospheric flying and no man can 
foretell what will happen during the next 
quarter of a century. Virtually every day 
sees some fresh wonder of the air. There 
seems to be no limit to the increase of 
flying speeds, and in a few years the 
fantastic rate of five hundred miles per 
hour probably will be a commonplace. 
In the whole history of human achieve- 
ment there is no parallel to the remartk- 
able development of flying. Rarely is it 
vouchsafed to pioneers to see the 
perfection of their ideas. .Santos Dumont 
had that rare experience, and although he 
died at a relatively early age, he lived 
through the world’s most fruitful age of 
inventive endeavour.

LARGER CARGOES. 

Goods of almost every description have 
been shipped from British ports, and colliers 
have been bringing in abnormal cargoes for 
this time of the year. The imports of coal 
are certainly wéleomed coal merchants, 
and will enable them to meet to a larger 
extent the increasing demands of Dublin 
householders, who, fearing an increase in 
price, have been ordering two or three times 
the amount of normal requirements for some 
weeks past. ' 

In a last-minute effort to evade the expected 
duties several coal boats reached Dublin on 
Saturday.’ Only one vessel with general cargo 
reached the port of Dublin yesterday. 

The drop in hha inward traffic which is 
bound to follow the imposition of duties is 
regarded seriously in shipping circles, and an 
official of one company stated last Saturday 
that if this tariff war continued it would 
mean a reduction of staffs and all-round cur- 
tailment of services. Even if there were 
sufficient industries to meet home needs, the 
inland-carrying companies would not get the 
same quantity of traffic as hitherto to carry 
over long distances.

TROOP MUVEMENTS IN 
BOLIVIA AND PARAGUAY. 


Reports from various sources indicate 
that both Bolivian and Paraguayan troops 
are now on the move, and that serious 
danger of an encounter is threatened. 

According to news received in Santiago 
de Chile from La Paz, Bolivia, Paraguayan 
troops are concentrating in the Gran 
Chaco region, while trustworthy reports, 
which have reached Buenos Aires from 
Formosa via Asuncion, state that a force 
of 1,400 men with artillery has moved out 
of the Bolivian blockhouse of Deallevian, 
and is approaching the Paraguayan posi- 
tions in the same sector of the front. A 
force of 25 Bolivian aeroplanes is also re- 
ported to have been sighted over Villa- 
monte, flying towards the line ef Bolivian 
blockhouses. 

The serious: situation between the two 
countries follows the breakdown of the con- 
ference which was being held in Washing- 
ton to settle the leng-standing dispute over 
the ownership of the border territory of 
the Gran Chaco. 

‘War fever ' is much in evidence in 
both ceuntries,- and. desperate efforts are 
being made by the neutral delegates to the 
conciliation conference in Washington to 
welieve the tension and prevent hostilities 
from breaking out. 

The Bolivian Government has mobilised 
the 1930 and 1931 conscript classes, accord- 
ing to a report from La Quiaca, close to 
the Bolivian frontier of the Argentine.

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NEW OPPORTUNITY FOR

It was stated in the Irish Times on 
July 9th that the Dublin Corporation were 
making arrangements for the issue of 
£500,000 worth of Stock, subject to the 
condition of the financial market. 

The consideration of this matter has not 
yet reached a conclusion. The project of 
raising a loan at’4} per cent. was discussed 
with a representative committee of Irish 
banks many months ago, and was accepted 
as a fortunate and feasible proposition on 
the security’ that could be offered by the 
Corporation of Dublin. Since that date 
conditions have been so modified in the 
Money market, within which the Dublin 
Corporation and other Irish concerns 
operate, by the conversion of the 5 per 
Cent: War Loan, that a new opportunity 
has been created for the Dublin Corpora- 
tion. 

A large number of investors in the 5 per 
Cent. War Loan are on the look-out for a 

secure investment of moneys at more than 

per cent. Such unchallengeable security 
as the Dublin Corporation is able to offer 
is a most attractive investment, . 

To meet this new financial situation the 
Dublin Corporation appointed a _ sub- 
committee on finance, with Sir Thomas 
Robinson as chairman. The object was to 
investigate and report on the best method 
of issuing Corporation Stock. So far no 
lecision has been come to, but it is under- 
stood that the committee will report on the 
29th inst. to the Municipal Council.

BID TO SUPPLY BRITAIN’S 
MEAT. 


The statement on South Africa’s 
economic position, amplifying Mr. 
Havenga’s speech at the opening of the 
Conference, defends the right of any 
Dominion to establish and encourage local 
industries, maintaining that it is a sound 
policy not to rely entirely on primary in- 
dustries. The industrial development of 
the Union of South Africa has been 
carried too far to be brought to a stand- 
still now, declares the statement, and its 
existence cannot be jeopardised. 

Those engaged in secondary industries 
in South Africa are not antagonistic to

RESTRICTION OF NON-

Mr. Stanley Bruce, the head of the Aus- 
tralian delegation, supplementing _ his 
opening speech, says that Australia pro 
poses :— 

1—To adhere to all existing preferences ; 

2—To widen generally the existing pre- 
ferences, with a limited number of reser 
vations where Britain has already vir. 
tually the whole trade, and in certain 
other special cases ; 

3—To re-classify the tariff to make 
available in a preferential way to Britain | 
protected areas in Adstralianh’ indostr 
which are not exploited by Australian 
manufacturers ;

REASONABLE RECIPROCITY. 


“We are even prepared,” continues 
Mr. Bruce, “to widen the margins of 
preference in Britain’s favour in respect 
of the admission of essential goods not 
produced in the Commonwealth. I em- 
phasise this proposal, because it provides 
wtrong evidence of our preparedness to 
make an immediate contribution to the 
revival of British exports to Australia, 
even though such a concession must ob- 
viously prove onerous to our people in 
the existing circumstances. 

“Tt is necessary that I lay down 
clearly, howeyer, that all these proposals 
are conditional upon what we deem 
reasonable reciprocity by Britain.” 

He claims that the effect of Australian 
preferences has been to give Britain 
virtually the whole of Australian trade 
and penslise Australian industry. 

Australian consumers expressed astonish. 
ment at the suggestion that recent Fritish 
preferences under the Import Duties Act 
were conditional upon new or cre 
preferences from the Dominions. “There 
was a unanimous view in Australia that 
the new British preferences were a some- 
what tardy response for the benefits from 
Australia enjoyed for twenty-five years by 
British industry. 


SOVIET WHEAT DUMPING. 


Mr. Bruce emphasises that Australia 
is so well aware of the importance of the 
prosperity eit Britain to ig that 
she 1s ared to go a very long way to 
help British trade; but, unless Britain 
on her part is prepared to take action to 
help restore the prosperity and purchasin 
power of Australia, the possibilities o 
increasing British trade are limited, no 
matter what preference or other advan- 
tages are granted. 

e recognises that the position of the 
wool grower cannot be improved until 
world prosperity is restored, As regards 
wheat, Australia has not succeeded in 
formulating a definite proposal, but 
roundly condemns the dumping of Russian 
wheat in Britain. She desires to discuss 
with Britain action to counteract Russian 
methods if they be re-adopted.

158 Emergency Imposition of Duties 
Act received the Governor-General's 
signature on Saturday morning, and is 
now the law of the Irish Free State. 

lt was thought that, in view of the 
urgency which was claimed for the 
measure in its passage through the 
Oireachtas, a meeting of the Executive 
Council would have been held immediately 
and the intended tariff orders issued.

No meeting of the Executive Council 
has been held and no orders issued. There 
is a suggestion, however, that orders will 
be issued to-day. 


THE ACT’S WIDE POWERS. 


As: to what class or classes of 
merchandise will be affected there is no 
information. It is, however, worth re- 
calling that by this Act the Government 
takes power to impose, vary or amend new 
or existing Customs or Excise duties. 
Power is also taken to impose new stamp 
duties or vary any stamp duties in exist- 
ence ' on any particular description of 
document or transaction as from any 
There is thus a wide field 


stamp duties there is genuine anxiety. 

The stage is, therefore, set for whatever 
offensive. measure the Government may 
decide to take in the economic conflict 
which now seems imminent. 


LABOUR’S RESPONSIBILITY. 


There were many deputies at Leinster 
House on Saturday, who before starting 
for the holiday which is now before them, 
were anxious to ascertain if anything 
could be done to prevent the loss which 
every class in the country will incur bv 
the disorganisation of business which, it 
is admitted, is bound to follow. Upon 
the seven members of the Labour Party 
a particular responsibility rests, and it is 
right to say that its leaders are fully 
conscious of it. Messrs. Norton and Davin 
had a conversation lasting half an hour 
with President de Valera on Saturday 
morning, and, while no authoritative 
information is available as to the nature 
of the discussion, it is safe to say that 
they were using their influence towards 
moderation. It may even be the case that 
the delay in issuing orders was due to 
their- intervention. 

But, apart from the Labour group, 
there are others who have been thinking 
along possible lines of settlement. It ix 
unfortunately the case that such efforts 
are gravely handicapped by the cloud 
which still hangs over President de Valera’s 
ultimate objective. Although questioned 
more than once in the Dail as to whether 
his intention is to go out of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, he still leaves 
this point obscure; and his policy of 
entering upon a trade war with Britain at 
home and endeavouring to find agreement 
with Britain at Ottawa still further con- 
fuses the situation. Indeed, in the Dail 
on Friday he admitted the absurdity of 
this position, but left it there without 
elucidation or explanation. , 


FARMERS’ CREDIT. 


One po*nt upon which deputies from 
rural constituencies were very insistent js 
the shortening of credit to the farmers, 
which is already being forced on shop- 
With the present 
difficulty in disposing of cattle and other 
farm produce, and its intensification as 
time goes on, a crisis seem” to be certain. 
In this connection the provision as to call- 
ing the Dail, which was inserted in the 
Act at the last moment, appears to be a 
valuable addition. The exercise of that 
provision is, it is true, conditional on a 
requisition by a majority of the Dail, 
which is equivalent to making the Labour 
Party the deciding factor. 

In order to get such a majority either 
the Opposition or the Government would 
be dependent on +he Labour group. In 
such circumstances, a grave responsibility 
would rest on the individual members of 
the Labour Party. 


MINISTER INDISPOSED, 


The close of the Dail session has brought 
a welcome respite to Miristers, most of 
whom have been greatly over-worked since 
they came into office in March last. After 
the sitting of Friday night, which lasted 
till nearly midnight, Mr. Sean MacEntee, 
Minister for Finance, almost collapsed, 
and on reaching his home had to be 
medically attended. On Saturday, contrary 
to his doctor’s advice, he intended to go to 
Government Buildings, where he had an 
appointment to meet a deputation of 
teachers, but was obliged to go to bed. He 
was rather better yesterday, but is unlikely 
to be back to his office before to-morrow. 

The Senate will meet next Wednesday 
to deal with the remaining bills, and it is 
robable that the Dail will be summoned 
or a short sitting in the following week to 
deal with any amendments which the 
Senate may insert in the bills to go before 
them. These include the Contre! of Manu- 
factures Bill and the Housing Bill.

SENATOR BORAH'’S 
CONVERSION. 


CONGRESSIONAL _ DIE- 
HARDS SHOCKED. 


From Revrer’s Connrsronpent. 
NEW YORK, Sunday. 


'THE dramatic conversion of Senator 
Borah, Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, and hitherto 
a staunch opponent of war debt revision— 
who yesterday startled his friends and 
enemies alike by proposing in a broadcast 
address an immediate world conference to 
consider revision or cancellation—may be 
regarded as having the utmost significance. 
Senator Borah is one of the most in- 
fluential men in American politics. He 
has long been regarded as the special 
champion of agricultural interests against 
the godless machinations of Wall street, 
and it is from the agricultural sections 
of the community that most of the anti- 
revisionists in Congress are recruited. His 
change of front has come as a great 
shock to these die-hards, and is likely to 
have a most discouraging effect on them. 


GROWING CONVICTION, 
Senator Borah has been described as an 


*‘ excellent weather cock,’’ and his con- 
version can be attributed to the growing 
conviction of many Americans that the 
economic reactions to the payment 
of war debts are a serious han- 
dicap to United States trade, and 
that it would be well worth sac- 
rificing them in exchange for a general 
liquidation of the financial consequences 
of the war. 

This sentiment appears to be wide- 
spread among the educated classes, though 
the suggestion is heartily derided by Con- 
gressional anti-revisionists, who are sup- 
ported notably by the Hearst Press in- 
terests.

In a leading article on the Ottawa Con- 
ference The Times to-day states :—There 
is a remarkable similarity between the 
Canadian and the Australian views. 
Both Dominions ask for more favourable 
treatment in the British market for their 
primary products, and both are willing in 
return to give more favourable treatment 
in their markets tot. British manufactured 
goods. Both are determined to safe- 
guard the development of their secondary 
industries against British as well as 
against foreign competition, and it may 
be taken for granted, in view of previous 
assurances, that both are ready to admit 
that British agriculture and other in- 
dustries, like milling, for example, should 
equally be protected against Canadian 
and Australian competition. 

Mr. Baldwin, in his opening speech, 
made it clear that it is pré@sely arrange- 
ments of this kind which Great Britain 
regards it as the object of the Conference 
to secure, and every proposal in this 
direction is certain to be carefully and 
sympathetically examined in an earnest 
endeavour to reach agreement. The pro- 

osals made by the Dominions call, in Mr. 

nnett’s phrase, for preferential treat- 
ment for those natural products which 
comprise the most important part of our 
exports. - Since those products already 
enter the British market free of all duty, 
or other impediment, this preference in- 
volves placing tariffs or other restrictions 
on the importation of them from foreign 
countries. 

Mr. Bruce, in outlining his plan, said 
that the Australian delegates were not 
there to barter item for item, but the con- 
cessions they -were prepared to make to 
British trade were conditional upon rea- 
sonable reciprocity by Great Britain. This 
is the only possible attitude, for with- 
out such reasonable reciprocity no agree- 
ment could be expected to last. To the 
extent that each part of the Empire can 
sell to the Empire, and only to that ex- 
tent can it afford to buy from the Em- 
pire. The detailed negotiations upon 
which the delegates have now entered 
bristle with difficulties, but there is every 
reason to be confident that the goodwill 
manifested so abundantly on all sides will

NATIONALISATION 
SUGGESTED. 


RAILWAY WORKERS 
WANT HELP. 


AA DEMAND for nationalisation of the 
railways in the Free State, as well 
as other means of transport, was the main 
object of a representative deputation of 
railway workers who waited on President 
de Valera at Government Buildings on 
Saturday. 

The proposal was based generally on the 
terms of a bill which was introduced in 
the Dail in 1923 and rejected. Road 
services which have developed since that 
time are included in the present demand. 

The deputation also asked that steps 
should be taken to obviate the threatened 
disemployment of railway workers, and 
that money from the Unemployment Fund 
should be placed at the Hinson of the 
railway companies in order to enable them 
to keep men employed on useful and 
necessary railway work. 


OFFICIAL BULEETIN. 

The conference with the President lasted 
for nearly two hours, Subsequently the 
following report was issued :— ' 

“The President of the Executive 
Council and Senator Joseph Connolly, 
Acting Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, received at Government Buildings 
to-day a deputation representing the Irish 
Labour Party, the ‘rade Union Congress 
and the three railway trade unions, in 
connection with the threatened crisis on 
the railways, resulting from the dismissals 
notices issued and about to be issued, 
short-time work proposals, and proposals 
for wage reductions. 

‘The members of the deputation re- 
presented to the Ministers concerned the 
very serious crisis which would develop 
if the compamies persisted with their pre- 
sent disastrous policy, and the Govern- 
ment was strongly urged to take all pos- 
sible steps to induce the companies to 
withdraw their proposals pending the in- 
troduction of transport legislation. 

“The deputation impressed upon the 
Government the necessity of acquiring the 
railways and their subsidiary road ser- 
vices, to be worked as a State concern, 
under a national transport authority, 
which would have power to control and 
co-ordinate all branches of inland trans- 
port. 
“Pending the introduction of legisla- 
tion for this purpose, it was suggested that 
consideration should be given to the pro- 
posal to allocate portion of the fund for 
the relief of unemployment to the rail- 
ways for much-needed maintenance and 
development work, and with the object of 
enabling them to re-employ ex-railway- 
men recently dismissed, as well as pro- 
viding employment for hundreds of men 
now threatend with dismissal. 

“A full discussion took place, and the 
President undertook to have the matter 
immediately considered. He said that 
the Government fully recognised the 
gravity of the situation, and that they 
would keep in touch with the companies 
and see what practical steps could be 
taken in the present emergency. Mean- 
while the whole question of transport was 
being considered by the Government.”’

HE death of Alberto Santos-Dumont, the 
ig world famous aeronautical inventor, <t 
the age of 59, is announced in a wire- 
less message. published in the newspapers here 
to-day. 

Santos-Dumont, who could justly claim to 
be a pioneer both of airships and aeroplanes, 
was born at Sao Paulo, Brazil, and was the 
son of a prominent coffee planter. He went 
to Europe as a young man, and took up the 
study of aeronautics with an enthusiasm which 
defied all discouragement. Soon he attracted 
attention by his e _ -ziments with lighter-than- 
air machines. 

At the age of 24 he made his first balloon 
voyage, and it was this which inspired him 
to attack the problem oí the navigable 
balloon. ! 

Between 1898 and 1906 he constructed 
many small machines which proved to be the 
forerunners of the non-rigid airship. He won 
the Deutsch Prize of £10,000 at Paris in 1901. 

Heavier-than-air machines claimed his et- 
tention during the next few years. The whole 
world by now knew about Santos-Dumont and 
his experiments, and the whole world was 
watching him when in August, 1906, he suc- 
ceeded in making his ‘‘ first fluttering hops 
from the ground” in a power-driven machine. 
Three years before an authentic flight in a 
man-carrying eeropline, e taoi with an 
engine, was made by Orville Wright at Day- 
ton, Ohio. 

On October 25, 1906, Santos-Dumont 
achieved a flight of 200 feet. He takes his 
place in the line of experimenters beginning 
with Tiberius Cavallo, who in 1782 inflated 
bubbles with hydrogen and found that 
they, would float upwards until they burst. 
It is a line which includes many names, from 
De Rozier, the first man to go up in a baloon 
—in 1783, from which time we may date the 
beginning of aernonautics in the strict sense 
of aerial navigation—to Count a cage Th 
the engineers who built the recent big British 
and American types of airships. He forms a 
link between the heavier-than-air pioneers 
and the early winged “fledglings” like 
Bleriot, Farman, Rese, Cody and Glenn

The crew of a Japanese fishing v-- sl which 
touched Luzon Island said that they saw a 
white man on the shore at the northern-most 
tip of the Philippine Archipelago, waving & 
piece of cloth, apparently signalling for help. 
Beside him was a dog. The man appeared to 
be in rags. The rough seas round the isle 
prevented the Japanese ship from making 
any attempt to rescue him. 

William Brophy, who attempted a flight 
from Shanghai to Manila and was not seen 
again after he had left Hong-Kong, was 
reported to have taken a puppy as a mascot 
in his machine. : 

Yami Isle is inhabited by a barbarous tribe 
of mountain people, and is almost imacces- 
sible to ships on account of its treacherous 
and rugged coast-line. The total lack of 
information concerning the geography of the 
place is a big handicap to any flyers who may 
plan an exploration trip. The isle is 160 
miles from Aparri on the northern coast of

E series of preliminary reports issuéd by 
the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce in connection with the Free State 


& summary, released by the Department to- 
day, of the reports which have been compiled 
in respect, of thirty-four industries, industry 
groups and services. 

There remain unaccounted for in the. series 
a few industries, such as the manufacture of 
sugar, fellmongery and leather, pdlish, matches, 
ship and boat building, fish curing,seed crushing 
and animal foods, brushes and brooms, poplin, 
down quilts, optical and scientific goods, and 
tobacco pipes. The more important of these 
industries were in each case.carried on by 
only one or two concerns, and, as the returns 
were obtained uhder the Statistics Act. 1926 
which precludes the publication of any in.

Miss Annie Hopkins, aged 34 years, of 
St. Nessan’s terrace, Howth, and Mr. 
Bernard McArdle, Junior, aged 24 years, of 
33 Clonmore road, North Strand, Dublin, 
were killed as the result of a ‘bus accident 
at Howth lest Saturday morning. 

Michael Doyle, of Church street, Howth, 
the conductor of the ‘bus, received a fracture 
t the skull, and was in a critical condition 
when admitted to Jervis Street Hospital. 


POLES PIERCE ’BUS. 

It appears that Miss Hopkins, who was 
the ou daughter of Mr. Edward Hopkins, 
a retired Board of Works official, Mr. 
McArdle and a number of other passengers 
were travelling to Dublin in a Ben Edar ‘bus 
which left owth at 855 a.m. Outside 
Howth Castle gates was a lorry, the property 
of Mr. William Lacey, building contractor, 
Howth, loaded with scaffolding poles. As 
the "bus, driven by Mr. Thomas Kyan, of 
Main street, Howth, was coming round the 
corner the driver, in order to escape a

McArdle were removed to Messrs. Findlaters’ 
licensed premises, where an inquest will be 
held to-day.
